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Some states have statutory or constitutional provisions by which retired judges may be assigned to sit as judges. ! A judge who 
has retired does not have a constitutional due process right to a judicial review of a determination not to reinstate such judge 
to judicial duties, since such a determination does not affect a property right.” A judge who resigns or retires from a court after 


hearing a matter may be allowed to participate fully in consideration of the case subsequent to the judge's retirement.’
